TRADE STILL GAINS 


Tha Improvement, However, Not 


Bapld JBnouffh tor Some.

review of the state of trade for the 
week just ending- will, to-day, aayj 
January has been a month of disap- 
pointment, but of real gain. Nearly 
everybody had promised himself • 
land of milk and honey after New 
Year's, and the slow progress looks 
like standing still to men in such a 
state of mind. 
Moreover, there are 


multitudes throughout tie country 
who have been talcing-large ventures 
in advance of or apart from their regu- 
lar business because they expected & 
rise in prices. But prices fail as yet 
to bring them profit, 
Wheat has de- 


clined severely, cotton has scarcely 
risen enough, to pay brokerage, wool 
holds steady in spite of enormous buy- 
Ing, woolen goods hardly change in 
price, iron and its products decline, 
leather is slug-gish, hides are lower, 
for some shoe manufacturers accept a 
shade lower prices; the average of 
railroad stocks is slightly lower than 
it was Dec. 3i, and the advance in 
trast stocks has been, small. To 
traders in such properties the month 
has been disappointing. Yet during 
the past week the record showsi that 
ten iron works have started and only 
two have stopped, thirteen woolen 
works have started and Dine more are 
aboutready to start, while three have 
stopped. Similar things are seen in 
other industries, and t the additional 
establishments are not starting- with- 
out some increase in orders received. 


Impart* and Export*. 


It would do more harm than good to 


exaggerate the improvement. 
Much 


harm was done In that way in 1895, and 
o^ain last November. But a study of 
conditions governing business indicates 
that the wheels tire oa the right track 1 
and moving in the right direction. Me a 
talked of a possible drain of gold a 
month ago, but January has passed 
and the liquidation, of foreign indebt- 
edness to this country seems farther 
off than ever. Merchandise exports 
from New York in January have been 
about 4 per cent, larger than last year 
and imports 15 per cent, smaller than 
last year, when the excess of exports 
was over 918,000,000, while cotton ex- 
ports from other ports have also been 
larger. The month has not diminished 
but has increased the current balance 
due this country. Money market* be- 
come more easy and favorable to ex- 
pansion of industries and legitimate 
business. Loans on the beat paper are 
made at 3 per cent., and dealings and 
offerings are larger than since Septem- 
ber, except for two weeks in Novem- 
ber. About 810,000,000 of the long ex- 
change held here against London has 
gone forward for settlement, which 
may possibly lead to imports of some 
gold, as balances on commercial ac- 
count, though smaller than for some 
months, are JsUU in favor of this 
country. 


Wheat, Corn and Cotton. 


The decline in wheat of over 6 cents, 


in spite of an official report of yield far 
below estimates generally accepted, 
reflects perception of the error of the 
report, and also of the influence of 
enormous exports of corn instead of 
wheat, 80,000,(too bushels in seven 
months. 
When two bushels of corn 


can be had for leas than one bushel of 
wheat, it is largely preferred in Euro- 
pean markets. 
As the great crop of 


corn prevents much advance in its 
price, its outgo affects the demand for 
wheat, and a heavy liquidation, of 
speculation has occurred, with the 
price of corn scarcely changing. The 
largest article of export at this season 
goes out freely, but cotton look less 
attractive to traders, because Ameri- 
can millers are laboring over plans to 
reduce a great surplus of goods, and 
prices of many have declined. 


Leather, Hides and Metala. 


The yielding in some grades of boots 


and shoes has not continued, leather is 
unchanged, and hides scarcely a shade 
lower, but shipments from the east for 
the month have been larger than last 
year, and only 3 per cent, less than, in 
the largest previous year. The iron and 
steel manufacture shows little gain, 
production having increased so heavily 
before, and the gradual enlargement 
of demand for finished products has 
not overtaken that increase. Lower 
prices reBult for Bessemer pig-. Grey 
forge, and for southern iron at Chicago, 
for angles and for cut nails and the 
average of all quotations is the lowest 
since early last year. For sheets there 
is active demand, and better also for 
bar*, on account of much car building. 
Tin and copper are a ah&d* stronger, 
but competition causes sales «f tin 
plates below the agreed price.

A BICYCLE BATTERY. 


Opiate brato W.nd«l'i H.o and Th.lr 


Wonderful Work Awhml. 


At the recent military tournament in 


New York a section of the First battery, 
N. O. N. Y., Captain Loois Wendel, 
pen a remarkable exhibition on wheel*. 
The performanfie, saye The Herald, 
proved that the bicycle oonld be Mftd in 
lotion. Of course, only expert riders 
could do this, and the men who rode 
under the command of Lieutenant 
Schmidt trwe all skilled in the use of 
tne wheel. They were compelled to ride 
with one hand, their right being re- 
served for their weapons. 


As the artillerymen were fine wheel- 


men only few drills wqre necessary. In- 
deed, they had had only five rehearsals. 
All the movements were executed at 
the sound of the bugle. 


Swords were returned und pistojs 


•were drawn. Still on their steel steeds, 
they fired volleys right and left in line, 
right and left oblique, and, after chang- 
ing direction by the flank and wheeling 
into lino again, charged to the front, 
firing rapidly. 


The wonder was how the artillerymen 


could do nil this and retain their scats 
and avoid collisions. But they did it 
without a hiteh or accident and demon- 
strated the capabilities of the bicycle, 
at least in a charge melee, if not oil 
the field of battle. 


The movements took place on the tan 


bark, making the work all the more 
difficult. The company was reduced by 
one section owing to a mishap in one ol 
the races. A bicyclist ran over the banE 
among tho spectators and five men were

BOSTON, January 29.—It cannot be said 


that either branch of the legislature is 
making special progress. The Senate has 
lengthened its sessions to an hour, this 
being the time of the session Thursday, 
bat there has been hardly anything under 
consideration save routine business. The 
subject of prison labor has distracted the 
attention of several of the members and 
the arbitration resolutions took up all of 
the time Thursday afternoon. There 
have been Done of the important measures j 


{in sight as yet and the debates have been 


limited to one or two special affairs. 


The cry of economy is still raised, but it 


has borne no fruit for of all of the bills 
reported by the ways and means com- 
mittee, not one has been changed regard- 
ing the amount of the appropriation. 
The bulletin is pretty well loaded with 
assignments for hearings and the coming 
week promises to be a busy oue. 


Jttr. Hall lor the Farmer*. 


Mr. Hall of Williamstown made a stand 


for the farmers Wednesday, when the bill 
making an appropriation of $250,000 for 
the board of cattle commissioners came 
up for engrossment. 
An unexpected as- 


sault developed at this stage and for & 
time it looked aa if the appropriation 
would suffer a reduction. Then there was 
a rally by members of the committee on 
waya and means and several of the mem- 
bers of the committee on agriculture. The 
bill was finally engrossed without any 
change. 


Mr. Hall's speech was brief but pointed. 


He emphasized the fact that the farmers 
of the state, who had been fighting the 
law ever emce its enactment, were now 
satisfied; that their pecuniary interests 
were sufficiently considered and that he 
could loee neat stock condemned as tuber- 
culous, without the utter rain of his busi- 
ness. Mr. Hall also brought out the point 
that the farmers had never asked for this 
legislation; that it had been recommended 
by the scientific men of the day; that its 
promulgation was at first attended with 
considerable financial loss to the cattle 
owner, who in all fairness should be fully 
compensated in the loss of stock in order 
that the general health of the public 
might be conserved. 


Flood* of FetHiou*. 


Petitions are flooding the clerk's office 


again this year, for an amendment to the 
constitution provide for woman's suffrage. 
A batch of these petitions went in Thurs- 
day, among them, one presented by Rep- 
resentative Hall of Williamstown, from 
about 50 women and others of that town. 


The hearings on this question will soon 


be announced by the committee on con- 
stitutional amendments and the favorable 
report of the bill is a possibility, though a 
remote one. 
There will probably be a 


speech or two on the floor of the house in 
favor of the petitioners, but little consid- 
eration is likely on this general- subject, 
save that which is called for through 
common courtesy to the petitioners. 


Tho vote on the amendment for woman 


suffrage, two years ago was of such a de- 
cisive nature as to indicate the position of 
Massachusetts legislatures on this qu< 
tion for years to come.

of Trade by Or. John 


Bascom. 


AN ABLE ADDRESS WAS HEARD. 


Injustice in Our System of Taxation. 


Wealth Lightly Taxed. The 


Welfare of the Nation De- 


mands a Reform. 


Then was not a large attendance at the 


board of trade meeting Friday evening, 
yet the audience was representative and 
the meeting was one of much pleasure and 
profit. 


Vice President George M. Darby pre- 


sided and in opening the meeting he spoke 
of the gnat importance of the question of 
taxation, which was the aubjeot to be con- 
sidered. 
He then Introduced the speaker 


of the evening, Dr. John Bascom of Wil- 
liams college, whose subject waa 


General Taxation. 


Dr. Bascom began by saying the ques- 


tion was one of vital importance to the 
nation, and that if it la not properly 
solved before the next presidential elec- 
tion it will be liable to make trouble at 
that time. He considers the present sys- 
tem of taxation unjust, in that it bears 
heavily upon the poor and those In mod- 
erate circumstances, while the wealthy 
are taxed very lightly, 


The people pay taxes to the general 


government, to the state and to the towns 
or cities in which they reside. The gov- 
ernment gets its taxes through customs) 
duties and excise, and the great bulk of 
those taxes are borne by the poor. A 
large amount of revenue Is derived from 
the taxes on tobacco and liquor, and Dr. 
Bascom showed that the tax on a 6-oent 
clear is aa great as on a cigar that sells for 
25 cents. 
Also the tax on high-priced 


wines, used only by the rich, IB low, 
while a vast revenue is derived from the 
tax on beer, which is used by the masses. 


In speaking of town and city taxation 


Dr. Bascom spoke of the injustice that 
exists In connection with the taxation of 
corporation*, which are usually let oft 
very lightly. He bad not a word to say 
against corporations. They are very use- 
ful to the government and to the com- 
munities in which they are located, but 
they should pay the^r just proportion of 
the taxes. The speaker thought people 
should be taxed according to the benefits 
they received from the government. The 
rich receive great benefits iu the protec- 
tion of their property and rights, but pay 
light taxes, and this the speaker consid- 
ered very unjust. 


Dr. Bascom considered the income tax 


righteous, and also constitutional. He 
had great respect for the supreme court, 
but could not endorse its decision against 
the income tax* 
The welfare of the na- 


tion demands a correction of abuses in our 
system of taxation, and the speaker re- 
garded this question as one of the most 
important before the American people. 


At the cioae of the address Mr. Darby 


requested those present to express tbeir 
appreciation by rising and every one in 
the room arose.

Resolution*. 


The North Adams Board of Trade 


hereby expresses its strong desire and 
confident hope that the arbitration treaty 
lately concluded between the United 
States and Great Britain, and now before 
the honorable senate of the United States, 
may be cordially and promptly ratified; 
and that no considerations of personal 
prejudice, unreasoning jealousy of Eng- 
land or desire for partisan aggrandizement 
may be allowed to obstruct or defeat this 
measure, which we believe to be alto- 
gether in the interests of humanity, civ- 
ilization and righteousness; and than, 
which there can be no more potent influ- 
ence for peace and good will between kin- 
dred nations, and no better example to 
the world.
